RACING HOMERS 

Here is the text of an article by 
Ed Mendus that was published in the 
November 1995 issue of FIELD & 
STREAM (p. 86): 

USE THE FORCE 

Recently, science has proven that 
many animals are linked to the magnetic 
energy fields that criss-cross the earth, 
and use these lines of force for 
navigational purposes. In a recent 
experiment, magnets were placed on the 
heads of homing pigeons; when released, 
the birds became hopelessly disoriented. 
A similar experiment was conducted on 
Atlantic spiney lobsters. These lobsters 
migrate at night, often in poor visibility, 
and in a very odd, single file. Scientists 
theorized that these lobsters were 
navigating by following the magnetic 
lines of force. To prove this theory, the 
lobsters were plucked form the sea 
during migration and placed in a tank 
filled with sea water. In the tank, the 
lobsters continued to migrate in the same 
direction they did in the open sea. When 
the magnetic field in the tank was 


reversed, the lobsters, in turn, reversed 
their route, proving beyond a doubt that 
they, too, use the earth’s magnetic fields 
to migrate. 

Expanding on this research, 
experiments were conducted on 
saltwater bacteria. In a controlled 
environment, the bacteria were shown to 
be directly influenced by the introduction 
of a bar magnet into their environment, 
being both attracted to and repelled by 
the opposing ends. Close microscopic 
examination then revealed something 
extraordinary. In the bodies of the 
bacteria, what appeared to be a small 
trace of an element became visible. This 
element was then isolated and proven to 
be lodestone, the same naturally 
magnetic element of which magnets 
consist. In he bacteria, these small 
deposits of lodestone were all aligned in 
a chain and actually acted like a compass 
needle-indeed, the organism itself was a 
living bar magnet! 

Not surprising, further research 
has shown lodestone to be present in the 
brain tissue of pigeons and lobsters, and 
even humans. Creatures whose 
migratory instincts are more profound, 
uowever, contain more of this element in 
their brains. Creatures with better 
developed sensory systems require less 
lodestone to aid in their navigation, and 
in animals with very highly developed 
senses, such as humans, this element is 
barely traceable.

Finally the competition of the showroom, whether it is a 
"youngster" in the 4-H competition or an "oldster" in retirement (and all those 
in-between), raising ornamental poultry is a relaxing hobby that is within the 
economic limits of most of us. It offers the challenge of improving a breed, the 
companionship of living things and the pride of ownership that can be matched by 
few other things.

What is a Poultry Show? 

For some people owning and reproducing some of these elegant creatures is 
enough reward, but for others the show hall is the focal point—the true 
measure of the hobby's rewards. The competition of the show, whether it 
is a youngster in 4-H or an "oldster" in retirement, is a gratifying 
experience. In addition to the competition, it is a chance to meet and 
talk with people who share a like interest. The best way to learn about 
showing poultry is to actually attend a show—look at all the birds and 
talk to exhibitors. To prepare a bird for show, the bird needs to be 
healthy, free of broken feathers, clean and presentable. Information on 
"fitting for show" can be found in many of the books and pamphlets 
available from the A-P-A, or simply by asking someone who shows. Add up 
the benefits of family sharing, friendships and the challenge of breeding 
that perfect bird and I think you will agree it all adds up to a very 
enjoyable hobby. Give it a try! 

What Breed to Buy? 

There is no "best breed" of poultry for everyone. Personal preference as 
to shape, color, size, temperament, etc., go into a decision as to what to 
choose. Different areas of the country, with their varieties of climates, 
will have some impact on a decision as to a choice of breed. 

Poultry is divided into large chickens (also called large fowl). Bantams,, 
waterfowl and turkeys. In addition to full size, or large chickens, 
poultry fanciers have developed a miniature counterpart of each large 
chicken called a Bantam. Bantams are normally one-fourth to one-fifth 
as large as their full-size counterparts, and in addition there are breeds 
that exist only as Bantams. There are also breeds of Bantam ducks. 

Bantams produce smaller eggs and have less meat, and are generally not 
kept for production, but are a prime consideration where space is limited. 

A "breed" is identified as having a particular body shape or style. 

Breeds are further divided into varieties, usually by differences in color 
or pattern of feather markings. In addition special features determine 
differences in varieties, such as comb shape or extra feathers such as a 
"beard" or "top-knot." 

Select the breed that appeals to your taste, whether chicken, waterfowl or 
turkey, taking into consideration locale, space available, climate 
and/or availability. 

The American Poultry Association publishes a breed standard book, the 
A-P-A Standard of Perfection. It is a book that describes all the breeds 
and colors recognized by the organization, and the standards or 
guide lines by which all poultry is judged. 

When you decide on a particular breed, locating them is not difficult. 
Attend a poultry show and look the birds over, breeders will often have 
birds there to sell. There are many reputable breeders and hatcheries 
that provide birds in a variety of price ranges, from eggs to chicks to 
full-grown birds. Many breeders will welcome a visit to look over their 
birds and facilities and are more than willing to answer questions and 
provide you with birds, or give information as to where you can find the 
breed you are looking for. The most important thing to remember is to 
buy from a reputable breeder or N-P-I-P (National Poultry Improvement 
Plan) member hatchery, and that the birds are free from obvious disease 
and representative of the breed. In general, if the owner takes good care 
of his or her stock and is proud of them, you will have made a good 
purchase.

When you think of purebred poultry, what comes to mind? The 
barnyard rooster that provides the morning wake-up call? The 
flock of production hens that provides eggs? The roast 
turkey on your dinner table? It is more than this. Besides 
providing the useful eggs and meat, we see creatures of beauty 
to be bred and admired. The large Light Brahma with elegance 
and class, the spritely Sebright with beauty and energy, the 
stately Toulouse goose, the magnificent Royal Palm turkey, 
the talkative Call duck, and much, much more. There are 
literally hundreds of breeds and varieties in chickens, ducks, 
geese and turkeys, each with their own unique beauty and 
qualities. 

Caring for your Purebred Poultry 

Caring for your Purebred Poultry is really quite easy. Your 
birds will require adequate nutritional feed, fresh clean water 
and a dry, clean place to live. 

Housing can be as simple or as elaborate as you like. Some 
consideration will have to be given to the type of housing # 
you are deciding on a breed. Large fowl and waterfowl will 
require more room than the Bantam chicken or duck. A good r. 
to follow is one square foot of floor space per bantam, or tr 
square feet of floor space per large fowl. Ducks and geese 
require somewhat more. Your housing should provide for easy 
cleaning and adequate ventilation (windows or openings), be 
draft-free, offer protection from the elements and from wild 
animals. If the birds cannot be let out for excercize and 
sunshine, then provide them with a screened-in area for this 
purpose. If you have access to the outside, it should be well- 
fenced, dry, have shade available and grassy areas if possible. 

For the housing litter can be hay, straw, pine shavings, or any 
other absorbent material that is available. It should be kept 
clean and dry. 

Fresh feed and clean water are also keys to healthy poultry. Do 
not let your feed become exposed to the weather, and protect it 
from rain and vermin. Change water daily and wash out water 
pans regularly. Commercial balanced feeds are available from 
local feed stores and come in pelleted, crumbled or mash forms. 

These feeds contain needed vitamins and minerals and are 
available for all types and ages of poultry. Grains can also be 
fed along with a commercial balanced ration. In addition, 
provide grit (there are no "hens teeth") necessary for digestion 
of foods and oyster shell for laying birds. 

Let the birds out on the lawn if you can. They will scratch 
around, eat some grass and maybe a bug or two. This is healthy 
for the birds and provide you with the added enjoyment and 
peacefulness of just watching them going about the business of life.

Dear Baina, 

Yes, Sunday afternoon is an unusual time for a CPAC meeting, but 
that’s the time that was decided upon by club members when the 
by-laws were written.

“Look!” says Martha Stewart, 
pointing out of the window of 
a commuter plane as it flies 
over the shore of Long Island, 
“My house is down there. 
There’s my sailboat. And 
there's Steven Spielberg's 
dressage ring.” The tiny craft 
is homing in on East Hamp¬ 
ton. N.Y., a summer getaway 
for the rich and fabulous— 
the sort of place where a 
neighbor might throw up a 
ring for exercising show horses 
with the same insouciance 
with which people elsewhere 
would install a volleyball net. 

Martha Stewart has two 
relatively normal-size houses 
in East Hampton—her newly 
purchased modern cement- 
and-glass home on Georgica 
Pond, reported to have cost 
S3 million, and a traditional 
residence five minutes away 
on Lily Pond Lane, for which 
she is reported to have paid 
upward of $1 million. Stewart 
planted an abundance of tiny 
bare-root roses when she 
bought the place four years 
ago, and now the roses cover 
the yard, climbing the walls 
and spilling over trellises. 
Like Stewart, they seem to 
have been putting in a lot of 
20-hour workdays. 

As the plane bumps into its 
descent, Stewart’s architect, 
brought along to consult on 
renovation plans for the new 
house, clutches at his seat. But 
Stewart isn’t nervous about 
flying. She has taken lessons. 


“I’ve never soloed, but I 
could," she says firmly. 

That almost terrify¬ 
ing air of confidence, 
along with her unflag¬ 
ging energy, is the rea¬ 
son Martha Kostyra of 
Nutley, N.J., grew up 
to be Martha Stewart, 
multimillionaire apos¬ 
tle of the home arts. By 
noon, when she boarded 
the plane, she had al¬ 
ready been up for eight 
hours, during which 
time she had: __

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ness that frequently required her to 
whip up food for a thousand. 

Stewart made her mark on the 
public consciousness in 1982, with 
the publication of Entertaining, 
the first in what became a series 
of gorgeously photographed books 
on how to decorate, garden, pre¬ 
pare for the holidays and get mar¬ 
ried in the best way possible. 

Critics say Stewart sets impossi¬ 
ble standards for women.“My 
answer to that has always been the 
same,” she says rather fiercely 
after the plane has landed. She 
jumps into a van and, driving 
herself, heads off to her old house 
in East Hampton. “If I show you 
how to spoon some sugar on a cup¬ 
cake, that's not special. The differ¬ 
ence is 1 elaborate to such a degree 
I make it fascinating.” 

Stewart pulls up to the house, 
famous for its appearances in var¬ 
ious Martha Stewart publications, 
and trots toward the kitchen. Right 
in front of the door, six people are 
peering worriedly at a small bou¬ 
quet of mauve roses propped up on 
a mauve cloth. It is bridal day. and 
several crews have been trucked in 
to photograph the flowers and six 
elaborately decorated cakes. 

The cakes and flowers will begin 
to fade by nightfall, but they will be 
recycled through Stewart's maga¬ 
zine, books and TV series. (In addi¬ 
tion to her weekend show, Stewart 
plans to launch a daily program

• Given an interview in which she 
explained that when she tries to 
imagine her audience, the person 
she always envisions is herself. 

“Or people like me,” she amends. 
“They’re the ones I'm trying to in¬ 
spire to fill their minds with good 
things every single day.” 

All this on three or four hours 
of sleep a night. “I catnap now and 
then,” she admits. “I can sleep in 
the car. But I think while I nap. so 
it’s not a waste of time.” 

Stewart never, she says, makes 
lists of Things to Do. “I keep it 
all in my head." She stops for a 
second, contemplating. "But most 
people should make lists.” 

The millions of fans who feel on 
intimate terms with Stewart know 
that she learned to cook from her 
mother and that her salesman fa¬ 
ther taught her how to raise peren¬ 
nials from seed in the kitchen. They 
know that she was a teenage model 
and that she married at 19. finished 
college, had a daughter and be¬ 
came a successful stockbroker. 


And somehow she 
still found time 
to serve wonder¬ 
ful dinners to her 
friends and busi¬ 
ness associates, 
and grow orchids 
in the bathtub 
of her Manhattan 
apartment. (Per¬ 
haps it was her 
stint as a broker that taught her the 
business acumen she needed to ne¬ 
gotiate her partnership with Time- 
Wamer Inc., which has been touted 
as a brilliant stroke of deal making. 
The magazine, TV series and other 
properties are so intertwined with 
Stewart’s personality that her part¬ 
ner would lose all the value of its 
investment if she were to walk out. 
As this article went to press. Stew¬ 
art was pushing for better terms.) 

In the early 1970s. Martha and 
Andy Stewart moved to an 1805 
farmhouse in Westport. Conn. She 
gradually turned the rundown place 
into an idyllic country retreat 
while launching a catering busi-

(continued from p. 48) 
closet or a tub on the far wall of one 
of the bathrooms in her new house. 
Her daughter, Alexis, casts the de¬ 
ciding vote—for the closet. Her 
mother, she predicts, will never pay 
$40,000 for a really good armoire. 

Alexis, 30, is both outspoken 
and media shy. She and her mother 
talk almost every day, but their re¬ 
lationship, says a friend, “is com¬ 
plicated. It’s never going to appear 
warm and fuzzy to the public.” 
Alexis is unmarried and has no 
children. So Stewart, the champion 
of home and hearth, has a 
nuclear family of only two. 

Her husband, Andy, left her 
in 1987—a trauma, she has 
said, that took her “five mis¬ 
erable years to get over.” 

Artists believe a great 
painting needs a dissonant 
note—the one off-kilter ele¬ 
ment that disrupts the pic¬ 
ture’s symmetry. Stewart’s 
family situation is the one 
dissonant note that allows 
her followers to feel com¬ 
fortable with her perfection. 

There is a sadness to her 
story that makes all that en¬ 
ergy and accomplishment 
easier to bear. If Stewart 
came equipped, k la Kathie 
Lee Gifford, with an adoring 
husband and photogenic 
children, people would prob¬ 
ably want to throw stones 
at her in the street. 

“The only regret I have in 
my entire life is that I don’t 
have more children,” she 
says. “That is a very serious 
regret. My husband had 
cancer that precluded him 
from having more children. 

And I didn’t want to adopt. 

It was stupid. I’d gi \t anything 
to have a son right now.” 

Fortunately, people who are on 
the go 20 hours a day do not have 
a lot of time to dwell on regrets. 
The crowd at the house on Lily 
Pond Lane has quickly grown to 
about two dozen very focused 
people. Out on the porch a florist 
is fashioning a bouquet that will 
consist of a single artificially con¬ 
structed rose. His assistants pierce 
dozens of perfect white petals with 
a length of doubled-over wire, wrap 
each piece of wire in white ribbon 
and will gather the finished product 
into a giant, fabulous flower. 

“I can do that," says Stewart, sit¬ 
ting down to pierce and wrap. 

The cult of personality that sur¬ 
rounds Martha Stewart is based to 


Still, because of Stewart’s dis¬ 
dain for people who fail to make 
an effort , it’s difficult to believe 
she could really respect someone 
who was unwilling to take the 
trouble to get things right. Could 
she truly be friends with somebody 
who had a lousy garden? 

“My friends don’t have lousy 
gardens," she responds simply. 
“They just don’t.” 

Digging into her grilled tuna, 
her tousled blond hair blowing in 
the breeze, Stewart looks just like 
she does on television. At 55, she 
devotes a great deal of time 
to maintaining the trim, 
casual Martha Stewart look. 
But she seems embarrassed 
to talk about her regimen. 
“I do it for professional rea¬ 
sons,” she says. “My read¬ 
ers all think I look nice, but 
none of them would per¬ 
ceive me to be a beauty.” 

Her portable phone rings 
at the restaurant table—a 
gossip columnist wants to 
know the name of a man 
Stewart was photographed 
with recently. “Just say he’s 
a banker,” she suggests. She 
says she has no serious 
romantic interest now, al¬ 
though she does seem to 
have a serious interest in ro¬ 
mance: During the bathtub 
wars, her architect suggested 
cutting a tiny window in the 
bathroom wall so she could 
look out at the view while 
soaking. “But what if there 
are two people in the tub?” 
Stewart asked, with a touch 
of self-consciousness. 

She has been linked with 
an array of men, from cur¬ 
mudgeonly political-talk- 
show host John McLaughlin to 
comedian Tim Allen, who stayed 
in the guesthouse on Lily Pond 
Lane last summer. A mutual 
friend, Stewart recounted, had 
asked her to put up Allen and 
some associates for the weekend. 
In gratitude, Allen fixed her 
stereo, and the two hit it off. "He 
didn’t kr iw I was funny —nobody 
knows I’m funny,” she tells her 
publicist, Susan Magrino. 

Tim Allen, she says, thinks there 
should be a sitcom modeled on her 
life. He wanted his hostess to sug¬ 
gest an actress to play the lead. 

It’s an intriguing question. Who 
does Martha Stewart think could 
portray Martha Stewart? 

“Me, says Stewart, turning her 
car toward home. ■ 


a large degree on the belief that 
she speaks from experience—that 
she would never recommend a pe¬ 
ony bush she had not personally 
grown from a tiny twig. But does 
she really do the lowly chores like 
cleaning the dryer vents? 

“Well, if I’m home I do,” she 
says, then adds a clincher: “Yes¬ 
terday I deloused all the chickens.” 
(She has 150.) “When I finished, I 
was crawling with red mites.” 

The rose wiring completed, Stew¬ 
art zips off to the new house, 
where yet another crew is shooting 


pictures of antique glass. Next, 
she heads for lunch at a roadside 
fish shack. “It’s practically the 
only place around here where 
you can sit outside,” she says. 
“I can’t stand sitting inside when 
I’m out here.” A couple at the 
adjoining table light cigarettes. 
Stewart glares, rises and moves 
her dishes to another spot. “I’m 
sorry. I couldn’t breathe,” she 
stage-whispers, settling in again. 

Smoking is her all-time pet 
peeve. “I’m bothered by things 
that hurt people—like smoking, 
like drinking to excess, like being 
mean. If people choose to paint 
their house a hideous color, that 
doesn’t bother me. I won’t tell 
them outright their choice is really 
bad. But I’ll do that for smoking.”

Dear Bart, 

I was more than pleased to see the acknowledgment of my APA home page 
suggestions in your column in the Fall 1996 APA News and Views (p. 3). 
Thank you very much. 

Thank you, in addition, for your congratulatory letter about the CPAC’s 
winning bid for the 1997 ABA Semi- Annual meet. We’re very pleased and 
excited about being given the opportunity by the ABA to show what we can 
do. 

I have begun to get together some packets of poultry-related materials to use 
in the fund raising proposals that we will make to chambers of commerce 
and local governments to finance, in part, the show. In so doing, an old and 
painful wound has 1 ten opened, so to speak. What is that wound? It’s 
called the APA/ABA brochure. 

As soon as the APA/ABA brochure was available a few years ago, I tried to 
get some copies from the APA for distribution at the two county fairs that I 
am involved in. Nona Shearer ignored completely my several written 
requests, including my offer to pay the postage to mail some copies. 
Nothing. Writing or telephoning Nona Shearer, especially during her last 
year to two as Secretary of the APA, was a complete waste of time and 
effort. 

And just recently (July 16, 1996), I wrote to Karen Porr—who has done a 
good job of getting the APA office back on track—and requested some 
copies of the APA/ABA brochure to be given to potential converts to the 
hobby. She replied that her supply was low and suggested that I contact the 
ABA for some copies! I thought I would hit the roof when I read her note. 
It’s not that I wanted 1,000 copies. Fifty copies would have been more than 
adequate. 

If the supply of the brochures is low, why weren’t additional copies ordered 
in time so that copies are available to the membership when they need 
them? You don’t wait for winter to settle in before you begin to think about 
your supply of fuel for the winter. When Karen said that her “supply was 


low,” I had no choice but to conclude that she did, in fact, have some but, 
for some reason, they were not available to me-a nobody from a small 
poultry club in northeastern Pennsylvania. I guess that all of us in the APA 
are equal-when it comes to such things as paying dues—but all of us in the 
APA are not equal-when it comes to such things as getting some brochures 
from the APA office. After my rejection by the APA office in July-which 
came on the heels of my being given the run-around by the APA office for 
Nona’s last couple of years in office-1 more or less resigned myself to 
never being able to get even a single copy of the APA/ABA brochure.

I went out to look at ty 
birds and as usual I have way to tany 
especially the Buffs, they are young 
still but it looks to le like there 
are soie good ones in the lix. 1 
sold soie of thei ac the Fairs I went 
to this Fall. Host of thei were for 
folks looking for soie Eantus to set 
and raise chicks froi other birds 
next spring. There were a few went 
to those that will keep thu to show 
and raise tore Orp Bantus froi. 
That is what we should all be doing, 
sell to the ones that will proiote 
the breed. 

I have been doing southing 
with ly old birds that I have never 
done before. That is turn thu ont 
to run free. I pnt up a fence to 
keep thei out of the garden and cut 
a door vay in the side of the pen to 
let thei out. The door is 3D inches 
off the ground and it was hard to 
train thei to fly up to the lading 
and go hack in. It is level with the 
pen floor on the inside so it was 
easy to get thu out. The door is 
high enough so the skunks cu't get 
ip to it and raccoons are very rare 
around here. I have only caught two 
in the years I have had chickens. I 
put a pile of liibs in there so the 
birds can get away froi the dogs. 

It is not to early to be 
thinking about our iFl add for next 
years year book. I u going to 
include a copy of our two pages for 
last year. We need to get tore 
nubers to take an add. That is the 
least expensive vay there is to 
advertise your birds. When we have 
a club page it costs $50.00 for a 


page. That is $10.00 for an 1/8 page 
add or $20.00 for a 1/4 page add. 

The club gets a 1/4 page add at the 
top for nothing. So, be thinking 
what yon want to say and send it to 
se with your soney. I think the 
deadline is the first of ipril. If 
you are like ie yon will forget until 
it is to late. 

The seibership and breed 
list will coie out with the January 
iLl-Orp. There are soie of you that 
have never told ie what kind of Orps 
yon have or what your phone nuiher 
is. If we are going to have a 
coiplete Breed list we need this 
infonation. ilso if you know anyone 
that would like to he on the list 
have thu join the DOC by Deceiber IS 
so they can he included. There are 
soie luberships that will expire on 
January 1, 1997. If you want to be 
included in the Huhership and Breed 
list he sure your leibership is paid 
up by that tiie. 

While on sy way hole froi a 
visit with ly daughter in Reno I took 
a little detour to Tearington, levada 
to see Oven Barton a club luher. He 
bad a lot of kinds of Bautais bnt not 
very nany Orps. It seus he can sell 
the Orps better than soie of his 
other breeds. Owen has soie children 
in the Salt Lake area and will get 
soie lore Bnff Orps froi ie when he 
corns to visit thu.

Dear Sam, 

The clerking experience at Cobleskill was very informative and 
enjoyable. Thank you for taking the time “to think out loud” as you 
judged the birds. I learned a lot. 

This past weekend, at the York show, I thought of you and the big 
games at Cobleskill as I looked at the big games at York. There 
were more Games at Cobleskill, I’m sure, but I believe that the 
quality of the birds at York was better. Certainly they were in 
better show condition, which might be explained by the fact that 
the York show was a month later in the season than Cobleskill. 

My apprenticeship continues. I clerked for Tom Kane at York last 
weekend. Very large classes of Plymouth Rocks. There were 
probably 40 standard Rocks and at least 250 bantam Rocks in the 
show. The line up of bantam White pullets went from one end of 
the building to the other. The quality was high. Not surprisingly, 
there were several Plymouth Rocks on Champions’ Row. 

I do appreciate receiving The Judge’s Stick. The articles on judging 
(e.g., “Judging of Non-Standard Breeds and Varieties” by Dave 
Anderson with “additional tidbits” by Sam Brush) and the in- 
depth articles on such breeds as Cubalayas are interesting and very 
useful to those of us who aspire to be licensed poultry judges. 

I didn’t know that you raise bantam Naked Necks. They are very 
rarely seen in this part of the country, although one does 


r 


occasionally see standard Naked Necks. A couple of years ago, at 
the New York State Fair, I remember seeing a standard Barred 
Naked Neck hen that probably should have been champion of the 
show, although she did not, however, catch the judge’s eye. 

This coming weekend I will show at the Frederick, Maryland 
show; the following week, at Garden State. My three “hot 
prospects” for these shows are a Colored Muscovy drake, a 
standard Rose Comb Rhode Island Red pullet, and a standard B. B. 
Red Modern Game cockerel. Any one of them, with a little bit of 
luck, could win big. Win, lose, or draw, however, both shows will, 
I’m sure, be very enjoyable. 

Last Sunday, I put together a breeding pen of standard Golden 
Campines. With any luck, I should be able to start saving some 
eggs for hatching in three or four weeks.

Dear Baina, 

Thanks for your letters of October 19th and November 7th. These 
past few weeks have been very busy for me and I haven’t had the 
time to answer correspondence in a timely manner. 

The CPAC’s by-laws were revised in 1994. Such revisions take 
place only when a significant percentage of the members believe 
that the existing by-laws no longer reflect the best interests and 
needs of the organization. If enough members were to believe that 
the by-laws should be revised, the process would be initiated. 

Most members of the CP AC seem to think that Sunday is a good 
time for meetings. Not unlike you, I think Saturday would be a 
better day. 

The brothers and sisters of the Leghorns that I sold you are, like 
yours, starting to look nice. I have entered one of the pullets in a 
poultry show in Richmond, VA on 11/23-24/1996. 

For lice and mites on poultry, I would recommend 5% Sevin dust, 
which is intended for use on gardens but can also be used on 
poultry. Put on a pair of plastic gloves and put some of the powder 
under the wings of the birds and around the vent, although be 
careful not to get the powder in the bird’s vent. 


Adams rieas Off Mist is also useful for controlling lice and mites. 
You can buy it at pet stores. Spray some under the wings and 
around the back end of the bird, but don’t spray it into the bird’s 
vent or you will make the bird infertile. 

A good handful of feed should be enough for an adult Leghorn per 
day. I’ve never really weighed it to see how many ounces that 
would be. It’s important, I think, to be sure that the birds eat up all 
of their feed by the end of the day, so if there’s left over feed at the 
end of the day, cut back on the amount that you feed on the 
following day.

A POULTRY SHOW IS A 
PROCESS 

By S. Robert Powell 

For the active members of a 
poultry club, a poultry show is not 
a one- or two-day event Rather, it 
is a process that goes on over a 
period of many months. 

For the active members of a 
poultry club who make such a 
show a reality, the show begins as 
soon as the initial planning for the 
show starts (which is months 
before the actual show date). And 
the show ends only after the 
poultry building is cleaned 
following the actual show and all 
of the paperwork associated with 
the show-ABA and APA reports, 
articles for poultry periodicals-is 
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completed (which is weeks after 
the actual show date). 

To the extent, therefore, that 
a poultry show is a process, it is 
not unlike raising young birds, 
which is a process that begins 
when you start thinking about the 
specific birds that will go into the 
mating pens. And the process of 
raising young show birds goes on 
long after the young birds are fully 
feathered and on their own. It’s a 
process that continues until the 
young birds are trained and 
prepared for exhibition, and then 
shown. 

Either you get involved in 
the process (whether it be 
sponsoring a show or raising 
young birds) or you don't. It’s an 
individual decision. The greater 
your involvement in the process, 
the greater will be your rewards.

The extent to which the home page is expanded depends, it goes 
without saying, on how many megabytes of RAM are available? 
Another consideration is the speed of the servers. Is all the 
necessary software available to input and store the additional data 
for both text and graphics files? Does the APA have access to a 
color scanner? 

Graphics, I’m told by some of my colleagues at work, should not 
be overly large. I’m told that .jpg and .gif are the best and that .bmp 
should be avoided (they take too long to down load). I’m also told 
that we could probably get about fifty (3” x 3”) color photos on the 
home page if we use .jpg and have around 5 megabytes of space 
available. There is something called FTP, so I am told, where text 
and photos referenced on the home page can be available to users. 

Having said that (and recognizing that I don’t know a great deal 
about the technical aspects of a home page or how to build or

PROPOSED ADDITIONS TO THE APA’s HOME PAGE: 


1. Basic information from the latest edition (1996) of THE 
AMERICAN STANDARD OF PERFECTION: 

• all of the front matter and introductory material (pp. 1-40 of 
1985 edition) 

• the index page for each class in the book (American class, p. 41; 
Asiatic class, p. 77, and so on) 

• photos of both male and female of only one variety of one breed 
from each class, e.g., photos of Golden Campine male and 
female, p. 156; in selecting the pair of photos to be used to 
illustrate, as it were, each class, care should be taken to select 
outstanding photos 

• the breed description (color and shape) of only one breed in 
each class, e.g., the section on Minorcas on pp. 122-123 

2. Photographs (good quality ones) of the show champions at the 
APA annual meet 

3. Bibliography of books and articles on exhibition poultry (I will 
be happy to get together a list; possibly the APA should think 
about the kind of reference service that is available, as I understand 
it, from the ABA-the ABA office will send copies of particular 
articles, upon request, from members and others.) 

4. Chronological list of poultry shows in America for the year; list 
would include name and address of show secretary and place of 
show. This list, by definition, would not be completely 
comprehensive, but it would be substantial. It could be compiled 
from announcements in POULTRY PRESS and other poultry 
publications. From the Internet, a user might learn, for example, 
that a poultry show was taking place, at that very moment, five

miles from his or her place of residence, even though an 
announcement of such a show would probably not appear in the 
local print or electronic media. 

5. List of poultry clubs and poultry breed clubs (with names and 
addresses of contact persons), arranged geographically or by zip 
code. 

The APA’s home page is a wonderful vehicle for the APA to tell 
and teach the world about exhibition poultry. Every effort should 
be made to make available to the world (1) as much information as 
possible about exhibition poultry, and (2) specific data on how to 
get in contact with the APA, poultry clubs, poultry breed clubs, 
poultry shows, and the exhibition poultry hobby in general. 

I hope these thoughts and recommendations are useful.

Dear Ms. Stewart: 

When I read the celebrity close-up about you in the October 1996 
McCall’s and learned that you were crawling with red mites after 
delousing your chickens, it occurred to me that you might not 
know about Adams Flea and Tick Mist, which is a very user- 
friendly product that makes delousing birds fairly non 
problematical—for both the birds and their owner. 

It’s a wonderful product that’s used by people who show horses 
and dogs and it works great on chickens. It comes in a spray bottle. 
One or two squirts per bird is sufficient. You spray it under a wing 
or around—but not directly on—the vent of the bird. If some of the 
spray gets into the vent, you can cause damage to the reproductive 
system of the bird. 

Adams • ' fck Mist is one of those products that does the 

job and , but it’s not one of those horrible products that 

give you uIl".A pression that you are putting yourself in a life- 
threatening situation just to use them. Just to be on the safe side, 
however, I always wear a pair of disposable latex gloves and 
nose/mouth mask when I spray the birds. 

Another very positive feature of Adams Flea and Tick Mist is that 
you don’t have to spray every bird. If you spray one bird in three it 
seems to work well. The spray on one bird will get rid of the mites. 
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lice, etc. on all other birds that are around the bird with the spray 
on it. I also spray some of the Adams mist on the roosts and in the 
corners of the nest boxes. I make sure that I don’t get any of the 
spray directly on the straw in the nest boxes. 

This flea and tick mist has a good residual quality and usually only 
a couple delousing sessions per year are necessary. I have used this 
product for many years and have rarely had a problem with lice 
and mites on me after a delousing session in the barn. 

Another effective way to delouse birds is to mix some 5% Sevin 
dust into a large box (18 inches square) of sand and dirt and put the 
box in with the chickens. The chickens will take dust baths in the 
box—especially during the winter-and will cleanse themselves of 
lice and mites as they do so. The only possible drawback to this 
method is that some birds (mostly the roosters, it seems) are not 
particularly interested in taking dust baths. 

One or a combination of both of those delousing procedures will 
probably do the job and, with a little bit of luck, you won’t be 
crawling with red mites when you finish. Those procedures work 
well for me and I have every reason to believe that they will work 
well for you.

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Partridge Plymouth Rocks 

By S. Robert Powell 



Sam A. Noftzger, of North Manchester, Indiana, is generally regarded 
as the originator of the strain of Partridge-Pencilled Plymouth Rocks that 
were recognized by the American Poultry Association as a standard variety in 
1909 and officially admitted to The American Standard of Perfection on 
August 10, 1910, in Saint Louis. (Silver-Pencilled Rocks were admitted in 
1907.) In 1909, Noftzger wrote a detailed article in which he described how 
he created and developed Partridge Rocks. 

A copy of Noftzger’s article and a vast quantity of information about 
Partridge Rocks were published in the Partridge Plymouth Rock Guide Book 
that was published by the American Partridge Plymouth Rock Club in 1931. 
A copy of that book, a copy of the American Partridge Plymouth Rock Club 
1970 Breed Book (published on the 60th anniversary of the breed), and a 
copy of Sam A. Noftzger’s sales’ booklet ( Origin and History of Partridge 
Plymouth Rocks by S. A. Noftzger, Originator and Breeder, Oaklyn Place, 
North Manchester, IN, 1911) were presented to this writer by Charles G. 
Hillenbrand, the prominent breeder of Partridge Plymouth Rocks, from 
Wyoming, Delaware, at the 1996 Virginia Poultry Breeders’ Show at 
Richmond. 

From those three books, we have learned a great deal about Partridge 
Rocks, and we are very grateful to Charles Hillenbrand for opening the door 
for us, so to speak, to the rich history of standard Partridge Rocks. 

The history and development of Partridge Rocks are directly related to 
the so-called Cochin craze that developed during the second half of the 
nineteenth century in America. At that time, there were two distinct types of 
Cochins: (1) the full-feathered, or English, variety and (2) the scanty- 
feathered, or American, variety. For a time, the two types of Cochins 
competed in separate classes in shows in America, but the American Cochins, 
with their scanty leg feathering, were soon dropped as exhibition birds in 
favor of the more massive English type. Their scanty leg feathering 
notwithstanding, the American-type Cochins had outstanding partridge color 
and were highly regarded as utility birds that laid an exceptionally large 
number of eggs. 

Given their virtues as utility birds, the American-type Cochins-we 
have learned from Craig Russell (Middleburg, PA)-were raised is utility 
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birds as late as the 1940s and 1950s, even though by that time they had long 
since disappeared as exhibition birds. 

For a time, Noftzger crossed the English and American types of 
Cochins and developed birds that had better partridge color than the pure 
English type and better leg feathering than the pure American type. With such 
birds, he won on Partridge Cochins (which he continued to breed until 1907) 
in shows all over America. 

Noftzger was not satisfied, however. He decided that he would create a 
new variety of fancy poultry with the following qualities: rapid growers, good 
egg layers, good table birds, single combs, together with the outstanding 
partridge color of the American Cochins. In 1898, Noftzger, having had the 
experience of helping others a few years before to create the Partridge 
Wyandotte, began the long process of creating Partridge-Pencilled Plymouth 
Rocks. 

In the spring of 1898, Noftzger selected four American-type Partridge 
Cochin females with outstanding egg-laying qualities and exceptional 
partridge color. (One of those females, hatched on April 1, 1896, and named 
“Georgine” by Notfzger, laid 27 eggs in 28 consecutive days.) Georgine, her 
full sister, and two half-sisters were each mated with an Indian Game (Dark 
Cornish) cockerel with bright yellow legs, thin high comb, eyes toward the 
bay as much as possible, and Plymouth Rock shape as near as possible. 

The next year, 1899, Noftzger mated eight of the females from that first 
cross with Golden Wyandotte cockerels, mostly single-comb sports, 
principally in pairs and trios, but one or two of the most desirable males were 
given an extra female. The third year, 1900, nine single matings were made 
between the best females hatched in 1899 and the Golden Wyandotte males 
used in 1899. 

The following year, 1901, ten pens were mated, using cocks and hens 
for the first time. In 1902, two pens were mated. In succeeding years, female 
Partridge Wyandotte sports, with single combs, were introduced into the 
blood line. The chicks from these Wyandotte sports, together with then- 
mothers, wem all disposed of, however, as most of them had dark legs and 
very few of them even passable type. 

In 1906, eight matings were made, und in several of the pens as many 
as five females were used. In 1907, 60 females were divided into ten breeding 
pens, and Noftzger noted that in that year “the new breed made the greatest 
progress of its history.” In 1908, 14 matings were made, and over 100 choice 
show birds, regarded unhesitatingly by judges as the best in existence, were 
produced. Noftzger’s ten years of ceaseless work in developing Partridge 
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Rocks had paid off and “a fowl of exceeding utility and exceptional beauty,” 
to quote Noftzger, was brought into existence. Of such birds, R. LeRoy 
Armitage said: “They have the laying qualities of the Leghorn, the meat and 
vigor of the Game, and the beauty of the Partridge Cochin—truly a wonderful 
creation!” 

It is interesting to note that a pen of six of Noftzger’s Partridge Rocks 
won the New York egg-laying contest in 1910, the year in which they were 
admitted to The American Standard of Perfection. In the course of the year, 
the birds laid an average of 220 eggs each, for a total of 1,320 eggs from the 
six birds for the year. 

From Noftzger’s sales’ booklet, published in 1911 by Reub. Williams 
& Sons, Warsaw, IN, we learn that in 1911 Noftzger set up 25 single-mating 
breeding pens (one male and 8 females). In the sales' booklet, the birds in 
each pen are identified by name and lineage, and their principal show wins 
are enumerated. 

Think about Noftzger’s breeding set up for a moment. Twenty-five 
pens of eight females and one male. That’s 225 breeders—in one variety of 
one breed! From the perspective of the present day, such a set up is 
extraordinary, to be sure. 

Eggs from each pen were sold in settings of 15 eggs. The price per 
setting ranged from $10 to $50. The eggs were shipped in Eyrie shipping 
crates. Noftzger also sold day-old chicks, from any of the 25 exhibition 
matings, at twice the price of the eggs. Noftzger sold eggs and chicks to the 
public from every' one of his matings. There were no special matings that he 
maintained for himself. Noftzger also sold foundation and breeding stock, at 
these prices: cocks, from $8 to $25 each; cockerels and hens, from $5 to $20 
each; pullets, from $5 to $15 each; pens (one male and four females), from 
$25 to $75 per pen. 

Noftzger’s exhibition birds were strictly the product of single matings 
(one male per pen). From a single mating of his exhibition breeding stock, in 
addition, Noftzger was proud to announce, first-class exhibition specimens of 
both sexes could be produced. Of the Partridge Rock, Noftzger said: “The 
Partridge Plymouth Rock is today ... the breed which was the most 
perfec jd, from the fancier’s standpoint, at the time of admission to the 
Standard, reproducing more true to type than any breed ever did when it was 
in its first year as a Standard fowl.” 

Noftzger’s premier breeding pen in 1911 was Pen 9, which was headed 
by “Oaklyn Delineator,” a nale Partridge Rock that was described by 
Noftzger as “the most wonderrul specimen of this breed ever produced, with 
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color richer than I ever saw in a Partridge male of any breed, and from the 
best breeding of Partridge Rocks that ever lived, “Pride of Oaklyn” and 
t Beatrice, his sire and dam. ’ One of the eight females in that pen was 
“Oaklyn Belle,” the first-place pullet at the September 1910 Indiana State 
Fair, the pullet for which Noftzger refused $100. 

In addition to those pens for exhibition birds, Noftzger set up a 
utility/stock pen, in which he placed 30 late-hatch pullets from the very best 
blood lines, two cockerels, and one cock. 

Other breeders created their own strains of Partridge Rocks, using their 
own means, more or less at the same time that Noftzger was doing so. 
Noftzger’s strain, however, was generally regarded as the finest strain of 
Partridge Rocks. 

Among those other creators of strains of Partridge Rocks were E. O. 
Thiem and Dr. W. C. Crocker of Foxboro, MA (began his efforts in 1899; 
relied heavily on single comb sports from Partridge Wyandottes; also used 
Golden-Pencilled Hamburgs, Golden-Laced Wyandottes, Brown Leghorns, 
and Partridge Cochins; Crocker is regarded by some as the originator of the 
primary eastern strain, Noftzger as the creator of the primary western strain). 

Also, John Lowe of Swansea, MA; Rowland G. Buffinton of Fall 
River, MA; Messrs. Brackenbury and Cornell (used single-combed sports 
from Partridge Wyandottes, also Partridge Cochins and Brown Leghorns; this 
Cornell is Ezra Cornell, who founded Cornell University); Elmwood Farms, 
Weston, NJ; Hillcrest Farm (William F. Fotterall, proprietor), Oakland, PA; 
and Rock Hill Poultry Farm, Ossining, NY. 

The fact that all those breeders--and surely others-were all working, 
more or less simultaneously, to create the standard Partridge Rock is all the 
more remarkable these days, when more than a few of the standard breeds of 
poultry that were created m the late-nineteenth and early-twentieth centuries 
are fighting for their lives, so to speak, for want cf breeders to raise and show 
them. 

In the years after 1910, Bird Bros. (Charles E. and Cyrus M.) of 
Meyersdale, Pennsylvania were very successful breeders and exhibitors of 
standard Partridge Plymouth Rocks. Other prominent early developers and 
breeders from the early years of this century were F. N. Perkins (Freeport, 
EL), Dr. W. C. Crocker (Foxboro, MA), W. F. Fotterall (Philadelphia, PA), r’ 

G. Buffinton (Fall River, MA), Dr. W. J. Pirie (Springville, IA), R. A. Muth 
(Huntington, WV), and Porter P. Black (West Liberty, IA). 

Highly regarded and well-known breeders in more recent years (listed 
in the 1970 Breed Book) are Rose F. Hurdle, Andrew M. Stodel, Beau-Site 
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Farm (Laurence C. Allen), Hoelker Bros., Roy J. Whitener, Van Bonneau, 
Henry K. Miller, E. Billings Miner, Tom Darden, Harold A. Hulbert, and 
Charles G. Hillenbrand. 

Bantam Partridge Rocks were created following the development of the 
standard birds. Three breeders who were important in their development-we 
have learned from Craig Russell—were Cyril F. Menges, Dr. Paul Seibert, and 
Paul Ives. Bantam Partridge Rocks are currently raised and shown by many 
breeders. 

The American Partridge Plymouth Rock Club (APPRC) was organized 
between January 1st and March 2nd, 1931. The officers for 1931 were 
President, Joseph L. Hoelker, Oldenburg, IN; Vice-President, Dr. W. J. Pirie, 
Springville, IA; Secretary-Treasurer, Laurence C. Allen, Sanford, ME; 
Election Commissioner, Everett T. Lord, Sanford, ME. 

In the Jrst eight months of its existence, the APPRC, with over 50 
members, drew up d adopted a constitution and bylaws, and published its 
Guide Book, under the direction of the Guide Book Committee, made up of J. 
L. Hoelker, R. L. Armitage, and L. C. Allen. The American Partridge 
Plymouth Rock Club published monthly club notes; it designated Plymouth 
Rock Monthly of Chicago as its official monthly club magazine for 1931. 
Official APPRC ribbons were offered by the club for champion male, 
champion female, and champion pen at shows where five or more entries in 
each of those classes were shown by three or more club members. 

Partridge Recks, characterized by the APPRC as “The Beauty-Utility 
Fowl,” were shown in large numbers at many shows earlier in this century. At 
present-day poultry shows there are sometimes less than 25 birds in the entire 
American class. In light of that fact, consider the number of Partridge Rocks 
alone that were exhibited at these shows in the past: Madison Square Garden, 
1915, 81 birds; Keene, NH, 1926, 91 birds; Boston, 1927, 80 birds; Portland, 
1927, 122 birds; Athol, MA, 1928, 143 birds; Iowa City, 1928, 119 birds; 
Providence, 1929, 113 birds; Portland, 1930, 62 birds; Atlanta, 1939, 153 
birds; Oklahoma City, 1946, 106 birds. 

There were 38 members in the club in 1970. Among them were 
Laurence C. Allen (Beau-Site Farm), Mrs. Alice E. Carpenter (who hatched 
and raised the Beau-Site Farm chicks for 35 years), Charles G. Hillenbrand, 
Dick C. Uorstman, Cyril F. Menges, Henry K. Miller (Blue Stream Farm), 
and Tommy Stanley. The president of the Partridge Plymouth Rock Club in 
1970 was Van Bonneau of Dodson, TX. 

From Norman Hillenbrand, we have learned that in 1972 the APPRC 
held its national meet in conjunction with the Richmond show. The active 
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members of the club at the time—Tommy Stanley, Thomas Darden, Laurence 
Allen, and Norman Hillenbrand-went all out to make the meet memorable. 
They made up a prize list that included money for best head, best yellow legs, 
best striped male, best pencilled female, and so on. They phoned all the 
Partridge Rock breeders that they knew of. As a result of their dedicated 
work, breeders of Partridge Rocks, from all across America, showed 125 
standard Partridge Rocks in the 1972 national meet, which was judged by 
Ben Ricketts. 

The APPRC ceased to exist after 1981. At the time, Thomas Darden, 
secretary of the Richmond show at the time, was the president of the APPRC; 
Tommy Stanley was the vice president, and Norman Hillenbrand was the 
secretary/treasurer. 

Several engravings by A. O. Schilling of Partridge Rocks are known to 
exist. Among them are: “Prince,” third-prize cock, Chicago, 1908, bred and 
shown by S. A. Noftzger; “Georgine,” first-prize hen. Great Chicago show, 
1908, bred and shown by S. A. Noftzger; “First Prize Partridge Rock 
Cockeiel, Madison Square Garden, January 1921, Bred and Owned by Bird 
Brothers, Meyersdale, PA”; “First Prize Partridge Rock Cockerel, Madison 
Square Garden, New York, January 1926, Bred and Owned by Bird Brothers, 
Meyersdale, PA.” 

Also, “First Prize Partridge Plymouth Rock Hen, Chicago Coliseum 
Exposition, December 1930, Bred and Owned by Bird Brothers, Meyersdale, 
Penn.”; “First Prize Hen and Grand Champion Partridge Rock, National Club 
Meet, and First Prize Partridge Rock Cock, Madison Square Garden, Dec. 
1949-Jan. 1950, Bred and Owned by Beau-Site Farm, L. C. Allen, Prop., 
Sanford, Maine”; “Grand Champion Partridge Plymouth Rock Trio (1st old 
Trio) National Club Meet, Boston, Mass., Jan. 1953, Bred and Owned by 
Beau-Site Farm, L. C. Allen, Prop., Sanford, Maine.” 

The Partridge Plymouth Rock Guide Book that was published by the 
American Partridge Plymouth P.ock Club in 1931 contains, as we mentioned 
earlier, a great deal of information on Partridge Rocks, including the 
following articles: “Partridge Rocks-Reflections on Nature” by F. N. 
Perkins; “History and Development of Partridge Plymouth Rocks” by Henry 
J. Hunt; “High and Low Tides in Partridge Rock History” by R. LeRoy 
Armitage; “Why We Are Breeding the Partridge Rocks” by Hoelker 
Brothers; “What Constitutes a Real Partridge Plymouth Rock?” by S. F. Raff. 

Also, “A Woman’s Success with Partridge Rocks” by Mrs. Fern 
Smith; “The Partridge Plymouth Rocks are Steadily Advancing” by D. M. 
Barcus; “View of the Partridge Plymouth Rock from All Angles” by R. 
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LeRoy Armitage; “Improvement in Partridge Plymouth Rocks” by Mack T. 
Marshall; “Raising Partridge Rocks” by Dr. W. J. Pirie; ‘Whose Cherry Is 
Red” by Shade: “Clear Hackled Females” by F. N. Perkins; “Partridge 
Plymouth Rock Color and Markings” by Laurence C. Allen; “The Beautiful 
and Artistic Partridge Plymouth Rocks” by Joseph L. Hoelker; “Partridge 
Rocks-Their Quality and How to Mate Them” by Edward A. Hamann; 
“Partridge Rock Mating Hints” by Laurence C. Allen; “Mating Partridge 
Plymouth Rocks” by S. A. Noftzger; “Trapnesting Partridge Plymouth 
Rocks” by Thomas G. Kinvig; and “Partridge Plymouth Rocks” by Rev. F. H. 
Eva Holcombe.

As I mentioned in my letter of November 21, 1996, to Martha 
Stewart, the process of selecting the most beautiful bird in the 
poultry show can probably be completed in about two hours. From 
our perspective, it would be best if the selection process began at 1 
P.M. on Saturday, May 3 rd . If a time period earlier or later in the 
day would be better for Ms. Stewart, however, that would be fine 
with us. 

In our phone conversation on November 18, 1996, you mentioned 
that Ms. Stewart and a television crew of three would arrive by 
private plane. There is a small airport in Bloomsburg (“November 
13” on the charts). There are 2,800 feet of paved runway, 50 feet 
wide. The contact person at the Bloomsburg airport is Scott Smith 
(717-784-3070).

If the Bloomsburg airport is not large enough to accommodate the 
Martha Stewart aircraft, the large airport closest Bloomsburg is 
the Wilkes-Barre/Scranton Internatioi Airport, which is only 45 
minutes from the poultry show. 

In any event, the poultry club will have a van waiting at the airport 
for Martha Stewart and party to transport them to the poultry 
building on the Bloomsburg fairgrounds. 

Are there any electrical or lighting requirements for the television 
cameras that we should know about in advance? Also, would 
Martha Stewart have any objections to our contacting a local 
television station (the one that carries the Martha Stewart program) 
to cover the event? 

We are very pleased that Martha Stewart has accepted our 
invitation to select the most beautiful bird in our poultry show and 
look forward, with great anticipation, to her visit.

Martha Stewart Takes 
Control of Media Empire 


NEW YORK (AP) — Martha 
Stewart, who turned her tips on 
gracious living in the 1990s into a 
$200 million media empire, on last 
week took control of her name¬ 
sake magazine and TV series. 

Ms. Stewart, of Westport, Conn., 
bought out most of founding part¬ 
ner Time Inc.’s stake in Martha 
Stewart Living magazine, her syn¬ 
dicated TV show and some book 
publishing operations. 

Neither side would disclose the 
price, although Time keeps a stake 
of less than 20 percent in all of her 
ventures. They’re now part of 
Martha Stewart Living Omnimedia 
LLC, and she is the chairman. 

Ms. Stewart said the deal will 
give her more autonomy and eco¬ 
nomic advantages from combin¬ 
ing all of her businesses. 

“I think we have just begun to 
strike a nerve in America, the nerve 
that wants to learn, and know, and 
enjoy,’’ she said. “There are a lot 
more people to reach.” 

Ms. Stewart, whose Connecti¬ 
cut country style has created some¬ 
thing of a cottage industry for 


people interested in fixing up their 
homes, throwing dinner parties 
and such, said her company will 
also sell Martha Stewart-name 
goods in deals with Kmart Corp. 
and Sherwin Williams Co. 

Time, which launched her 
magazine in 1991, will work with 
Martha Stewart Living 
Omnimedia in several ways, most 
notably distributing the magazine. 

“Our association with Martha 
Stewart has been quite profitable. 
We wish Martha and her col¬ 
leagues all the best for much con¬ 
tinued success as they continue to 
grow the business and we look 
forward to continuing to work 
with them,” Don Logan, Time’s 
chief executive, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Talk of negotiations on such a 
deal has been floating around for 
more than a year. Some reports 
suggested acrimony had devel¬ 
oped between Ms. Stewart and 
Time, a contention she and Time 
strongly deny. 

“I don’t know where any of that 
came from. Don Logan has been 


my mentor,” Ms. Stewart said. He 
will sit on the board of Omnimedia. 

Martha Stewart’s empire gener¬ 
ates annual revenues of about $200 
million, about one-quarter of that 
from the magazine, according to 
industry reports. 

She learned her trade early. Her 
mother, a teacher, taught her to 
cook, bake, can and sew. She 
learned gardening from her father, 
a pharmaceuticals salesman. Later, 
living in Westport, she launched 
her own catering business, and then 
began marketing her relaxed, do- 
it-yourself style. 

The magazine now boasts a read 
ership of 2 million, and her T' 
operations include specials as well 
as the weekly syndicated series. 
She has written more than a dozen 
books, beginning with "Entertain-

NEW YORK - Home and gar¬ 
den guru Martha Stewart has 
gained control of the media em¬ 
pire that bears her name. 

Stewart announced Tuesday 
she has acquired most of the 
Martha Stewart Living maga¬ 
zine, books, TV show and syndi¬ 
cated newspaper column from 
Time Inc., which has bankrolled 
the ventures for six years. 

. Neither Stewart nor Time 
would disclose the amount of the 
deal or who gets what, but Stew¬ 
art said Time’s stake was “sub¬ 
stantially less than 20 percent.” 

While Time is a publishing gi¬ 
ant, she said, “we needed our in¬ 
dependence to go forward” with 
TV, merchandising and online 
ventures. 

Although figures have never 
been made public, industry re¬ 
ports have pegged annual reve¬ 
nue from Stewart’s empire at 
about $200 million — with the 
Martha Stewart Living magazine 
accounting for about 25 percent. 

“She’s built a very strong per¬ 
sonal franchise,” said Martin 
Walker, chairman of Walker 
Communications, a magazine 
consulting firm. 

He said it’s hard to value the 
magazine without profit and 
cash flow figures, which have not 
been released. 

But if the industry buzz is cor¬ 
rect and the magazine is only 
marginally profitable, he said, it 
could be worth $50 milhon or 
more. 

Stewart said she hoped to 
launch a second magazine and 
more TV shows down the road, 
though she wouldn’t discuss spe¬ 
cifics. 

Talk about Stewart’s desire to 
take the helm of her media prop¬ 
erties has circulated for more 
than a year amid rumors she and 
Time were unhappy with each 
Other. 

Both sides denied there was 
strife.

that came from. Don Logan has 
been my mentor,” Stewart said of 
Time’s chief executive. 

She added that Logan will sit 
on the board of her new com¬ 
pany, Martha Stewart Living 
Omnimedia. 

A lifestyle consultant for 
Kmart since 1987, Stewart took 
on the discount-store giant a few 
years back over Kmart’s mer¬ 
chandising. 

But now she’s about to sell 
Martha Stewart products in deals 
with Kmart stores as well as the 
Sherwin-Williams paint com¬ 
pany through her new company. 

Time will continue to distrib¬ 
ute Martha Stewart Living, her 
monthly magazine, and handle 
the publication’s subscriptions. 

A jack of all trades from 
model to stockbroker to caterer 
— Stewart has become a cultural 
icon. 

Her magazine climbed in cir¬ 
culation to 2 million from 250,000 
in five years. Her weekly half- 
hour how-to show, which de¬ 
buted in 1993, is now seen in 97 
percent of the country. 

Next Tuesday, the Connecticut 
resident moves to “CBS News 
This Morning" from NBC’s ‘To 
day" show, where she has ap¬ 
peared for almost five years. 

And starting Sept. 8, Stewart’s 
program on CBS will be ex¬ 
panded into daily TV syndica¬ 
tion.

Chicken lost both legs at the first joint. 
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Dressed in special bandages the bird is 
still able to walk. 

“He runs pretty good on his little 
stumpies,” England said. 

The doctor is footing the bill for 
the prosthetic feet, which he hopes could 
become a prototype for injured birds 
The staff also has ordered 14 chicks for 
Mr Chicken to enjoy the outdoors with 
come spring. 

“He will have his own harem,” 
England said.”

DARWIN AWARD 

There appears to be no end 
to the kind of awards that are 
awarded to people. From the 
Internet, we have learned of the 
Darwin Award, which is bestowed 
upon “that individual who, through 
single-minded sacrifice, has done 
the most to remove the undesirable 
elements from the human gene 
pool.” 

Six individuals were 
awarded the Darwin Award in 
August 1995. The Associated Press 
carried the following story: 

[AP, Cairo, Egypt, August 
1995] “Six people drowned 
Monday while trying to rescue a 
chicken that had fallen into a well 
in southern Egypt. An 18-year old 
farmer was the first to descend into 
the 60-foot well. He drowned, 
apparently, after an undercurrent in 


the water pulled him down, police 
said. His sister and two brothers, 
none of whom could swim well, 
went in one by one to help him, but 
also drowned. Two elderly farmers 
then came to help, but they 
apparently were pulled under by 
the same current. The bodies of the 
six were later pulled out of the well 
in the village of Nazlat Imara, 240 
miles south of Cairo. The chicken 
was also pulled out. It survived.”

NEUROBIOLOGY 

Here is the text of a 
newspaper article from the San 
Diego Union-Tribune that Wilma 
Smith sent our way for publication 
in this NEWSLETTER. The article 
by Amanda Covarmbias of The 
Associated Press is titled “Quail 
traits in brain cells transplanted.” 

“SAN DIEGO—When is a 
chicken not a chicken? When it 
sings and bobs its head like a quail, 
thanks to an experimental brain-cell 
transplant. 

In what sounds like 
something out of a B horror movie, 
Evan Balaban, an experimental 
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neurobiologist at the Neurosciences 
Institute in San Diego, carried out 
the switch. 

“The larger implications are 
what this will teach 11 s about the 
development of brain circuits that 
produce behavior,” Balaban said. 
He said the research could aid 
people with mental illness or brain 
disease. 

His research on Plymouth 
Rock chickens and Japanese quail 
was published Tuesday in the 
Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences. 

After much trial and error, 
Balaban discovered that certain 
cells in the quail midbrain changed 
the animal’s sound patterns, and 
other cells in the quail brain stem 
changed head movement during 
singing. 

Balaban incubated fertilized 
quail and cnicken eggs for 48 hours 
and then cut tiny windows in their 
shells. Cells in the chicken embryo 
were removed and substituted with 
corresponding quail brain cells.” 

[A photograph of one of these birds 
accompanies the article. The chick 
appears to have the body of a 
Plymouth Rock and the head of a 
quail. Our thanks to Wilma Smith 
for sending in this highly-topical 
and interesting article.

I am pleased to learn that the Leghorns that you have from me are looking very nice. They 
really are wonderful layers. 

If you have an old hen that has successfully raised chicks, I would use her to hatch and 
raise chicks as long as she is interested in doing so. If I have eggs to hatch and I have to 
decide between the incubator and a setting hen, I always decide in favor of the hen— 
especially if she is a tried-and-true setter. 

Yes, I would be careful about inbreeding. All of the Leghorns that you have from me are 
related, mostly cousins, so it would be OK to mate them to each other. Next year, 
however, it would probably be a good idea to introduce some new blood into your line, 
probably by getting a new pullet from someone whose birds are not related to yours. I’m 
sure I can help you to find such a bird. 

Frostbitten combs can be a problem. As long as the frostbitten tips are on the bird, the 
bird can not be used in the breeding pen because the bird is temporarily sterile. When the 
tips fall off, the bird again becomes fertile. Birds with combs that have been frostbitten 
can be shown and will not be disqualified for that condition, but if the competition gets 
really intense, then the bird with a previously frozen comb will probably not win over one 
whose comb has never been frostbitten. 

If you are planning to show some birds at the Harford Fair or at the Wayne Country Fair 
or at any other show, they have to be vaccinated and blood tested. I can help you in both 
procedures. As it stands now, we plan to blood test and vaccinate on Saturday, May 17 lh 
at the Harford Fairgrounds. If you plan to be there, let me know in advance, and I will tell 
you how to go about it.

FROM THE SECRETARY: 

It is March 6 today and I as 
starting the ALt-ORP to see if I can 
get it out on tine for a change. It 
wont be to long before I will need to 
work in ny yard. There is just a 
little bit of snow left out on the 
north side of the house and barn. 
This has been the best winter we have 
had in a long tiie. A lot of the 
woisture fell as rain. I have only 
needed to start ny snow blower twice 
all winter, and only break ice in the 
chicken waterers once. 

I was talking with Frank 
Hickey froi New York about cold 
weather and freezing cowbs. He said 
on the ezceptionally cold nights he 
puts his birds in cardboard boxes and 
the generate enough beat to keep 
their combs from freezing. He also 
raises call dncks and he said the 
really good call ducks have such a 
large bead the can't get out of the 
shell without some help in breaking 
the shell. 

Another tip I have for 
stopping a mean male bird from 
. ttacking you. Have a spray bottle 
with cold water in it hanging by the 
pen door. When yon open the door to 
feed and the male comes at yon, spray 
his in the face with cold water, 
after a few treatments he will stay 
in the back of the pen when yon feed. 

I have found a few errors in 
the membership list that was sent 
with the January ALL-OHP. The ones 
I know of will be corrected along 
with the new members and renewals on 
page 9 of this issue. I think I am 
getting better there weren't as many 


corrections as last year. 

It has been some time since 
I have seen an article on marking 
chicks to keep tracx of what chick 
comes from what mating. There are 16 
different combinations you can use. 
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In my case I use reinforced 
lined loose leaf paper and make a 
series of marks on every other line. 
I make the marks about two inches in 
from the left margin. That way I can 
keep count of the chicks hatched on 
the left of the marks and write the 
parentage and any other remarks on 
the right of them. I keep a separate 
page for the Buffs, Whites, and one 
for the Blacks and Blues. I keep the 
Blacks and Blues on the same page 
because yon get some black chicks 
from your Blue matings, and do not 
want to run the chance of black 
chicks from blue matings having the 
same mark as the black chicks from 
black matings. 

You can nse a chick toe 
punch to punch the desired webs. Or 
in my case 1 use an ezacto knife and 
cut the web, that way it can't grow 
back together. I have heard that on 
rare occasions the toe punches will 


grow hack together. 

During hatching season I try 
to feed my breeders some wet mash 
with wheat germ oil in it. Here 
lately I have been saving any cracked 
or thin shelled eggs and cracking 
them and miiing them in the wet mash. 
Others I know mil Red Cell in with 
the wet mash instead of the Wheat 
germ oil. I think they both do about 
the same thing. 

BY-LAWS 

There is a copy of the 1994 
United Orpington Club By-Laws on page 
2 of this issue. There has been no 
action on getting any changes made. 

Where it talks of the club 
furnishing certificates when there is 
more than ten birds in a variety, I 
have been sending the awards to those 
that won with over ten Standard or 
Bantam Orps shown. I never remember 
a Best of Variety being awarded, when 
there were over ten birds, that 
wasn't the Best of Breed also. I 
think it should continue that way. 
It is very difficult for a judge to 
pick the best Orp with both Standard 
and Bantams competing together. Host 
shows don't do it and we wouldn't 
know who to send the certificate to. 

If I had my head put on right 1 would 
have brought this up for discussion 
at our annual meeting in Hutchinson, 

HN and probably got it changed. 

If any others of you have 
some suggestions after reading the 
By-Laws let me know so we can take 
care of it at our nezt annual 
meeting. That will be in Tuscon, 
Arizona the weekend before 
thanksgiving this year.

BHITE PLUMAGE IN DOMESTIC CHICKENS: 
(Continued from page 7) 

There is an Albino white plumage in 
domestic chickens. This gene is 
autoaomal recessive designated Ca. 
Two genes for Aibino oust be present 
for Albino to appear in the phenotype 
of tbe fowl. The eyes of an Albino 
fowl are bright red. The white 
plumage is rare as a mutation. 

Term Definitions: 

Gene - The smallest unit of genetic 
inheritance. 

Chromosome - A usually rod shaped 
body which is made up of a chain of 
genes. 

Autosomes - The pairs of chromosomes 
that carry hereditary information but 
are not related to the sen of the 
bird. 

Sei Chromosome - The chromosome that 
determines the sez of the bird. 
Sex-linked - Those traits that are 
detrmined by genes along the sez 
chromosome. 

Locus - The location on a particular 
chromosome that a particular gene 
occurs. 

Aleles - The different genes that can 
occur at one locus. 

Homozygous - When the genes on a pair 
are both tbe same. 

Heterozygous - When the genes in a 
pair are different. 

Dominant - A characteristic that 
shows even when paired with a 
different gene 

Recessive - A characteristic that 
shows only when paired with like 
genes.

How to segment: (Johnny Bapson) 

How to buy and raise chickens: Johnny will show Martha what to 
look for in the quality of...as well as how to raise and care for chickens. 

Robert Powell’s favorite GT about chickens...Maybe he should 
just do it for fun... 

GT: Having chickens in your life diffuses the stress and strain of the 

world. They keep you connected to the earth and the cycle of life. You’ve 
probably heard the saying “Airs right with the world”, well, guess what? 
The rooster’s wouldn’t crow if there wasn’t harmony in the world. 

Waking up to roosters in the morning, it’s a good thing. 

Show and tell segment: (Craig Russell) 

Show and tell about live turkeys: Craig our expert will show us some 
exhibition turkeys. 

GT: Exhibition Turkey’s are raised in an organic environment. They 
have all the virtues and none of the negative qualities, unlike the factory 
produced turkeys. Buy exhibition turkeys for eating, it’s a good thing. 

Did you know that it’s 
not the size of a turkey, but the age and breed of a Turkey that makes them 
better for eating. (Need more info, on age/breed) 

DYK: Visual - Martha holding a beautiful duck... Did you know that duck 
eggs are tastier than chicken eggs. You can make better cakes with duck 
eggs because the eggs are richer and more flavorful. 

Outro: Martha finds the most beautiful bird in the show and awards a 
rosette to it’s owner

tering of roosters. 

Her bearded Polish chickens 
have large crests that look like 
round bonnets or odd hair¬ 
styles. She loves her Araucana 
chickens so much that she has 
deve’oped a paint line that in¬ 
cludes the complex pastels of 
their eggs. 

S. Robert Powell, avian club 
spokesman, said the midstate 
group is honored to have Stew¬ 
art as a guest judge. He invited 
her after learning of her love of 
chickens and she agreed to 
spend a few hours in Blooms- 
burg. 

“Martha Stewart will walk 
through the show and see all 
2,000 birds,” said Powell. “She 
will select the most beautiful 
bird in the show, then will pre¬ 
sent the owner with a rosette.” 

Powell said that officially li¬ 
censed judges will evaluate the 
expected 2,000 entries from 
throughout the East Coast. 

“The hobby of raising exhibi¬ 
tion birds reflects the fate of 
U.S. agriculture,” he said. “It’s 
being pushed out. Sometimes, 


this is a difficult hobby to pur¬ 
sue because of local zoning 
laws. But it’s a wonderful hob¬ 
by, too, especially for families.” 

“Chickens are not pets, but 
they can be companionable,” 
according to an article about 
ornamental chickens, published 
in “Martha Stewart Living” 
several months ago. 

“In their own hennish way, 
they are oddly entertaining, 
clucking about, scratching for 
insects, establishing their own 
orders, taking dust baths,” ac¬ 
cording to the article.
